SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

( 1 ) WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  position  is  the  same  concerning  the  inadequate 
water  supplies  for  the  District.  Plans  made  for 
1945  for  a bore  hole  and  conducted  supply  for  the 
northern  group  of  villages  are  still  under  consider- 
ation. 

During  the  year  5 samples  and  3 resamples  of  water 
were  taken  from  the  following  supplies:-  Ketton  {2), 
Essendine  (2),  Ryhall  (1).  Of  these  supplies  1 at 
Ketton  and  1 at  Essendine  (on  resampling)  were  satis- 
factory and  the  remainder  were  unsatisfactory*

Negotiations  were  continued  with  the  owner  for 
the  purchase  of  a private  supply  at  Ketton,  These 
were  subsequently  successful  and  a scheme  for  the 
extension  of  the  supply  was  under  consideration  at  the 
end  of  the  year-.  Further  delays  were  encountered  in 
obtaining  approval  for  the  scheme*

33  plans  were  deposited  under  the  ^uilding  Byelaws 
and  32  were  approved  including  plans  for  20  Council  Houses 
at  Ketton  and  for  5 houses  to  he  erected  by  private  enter- 
prise. The  Council  Houses  were  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  together  with  7 houses  By  private  enter-

BUILDING-  LICENSING . 

The  system  of  restriction  of  "building  work  "by  means 
of  Licensing  was  continued  throughout  the  year  and  in 
August  private  "building  of  new  houses  was  completely  pro- 
hibited except  in  the  case  of  houses  for  agricultural 
workers.  89  Licences  for  essential  works  were  issued 
but  once  again  it  was  possible  to  do  little  to  improve 
housing  conditions  in  the  District,

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever  and  that  with  the  exception 
of  measles,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has 
been  extremely  low.
